f West NewfteW. Me., June 13.—The grea.1 
sjueMlon In the tragedy at the Goodwin 
*artn Is whether Goorge Champion, the 
ttarmhand, committed the murders and 
endeavored to cover Ws crime by setting 
the fire. Whetho he did or not commit 
the murders is not so vital a point to the 
folk* just now as the solution of his dis- 
appearance. 


As in th« case of eo many rural dis- 


trict tragedies In New England the 
Goodwin murderer may go unpunished 
Champion, the much wanted man, has 
completely disappeared and the police, 
despite their most careful precautions 
<o olose avenues of escape on main lines 
of travel and to send out descriptions of 
the fugitive, have accomplished noth- 
ing, although setting out on many "wild 
goose" chases. Champion's description 
has been given so accurately by those 
who knew him that the fugitive seem- 
ingly has tamed up in many places at or 
•bout the same time. 


The report that Champion was headed 


towards Boston naterally stirred up 
Doltce activity In many plaoea. The best 
showing for his capture ties In the work 
of Read Lang, a Sanbornvllle officer, 
•who had Champion in custody not long 
ago for a misdemeanor, and: can Identify 
fcim on eight. Lang believes that Cham- 
pion wifl «x> back to Maiden, Mats., 
(Where he formerly lived, and *f so he will 
tie caught there or in Boston. Lang ac- 
eordtngly, acting under Instructions 
tram County Sheriff Thompson, has left 
tor Boston. 


Matters at the Goodwin place are un- 


changed except that a bunch of keys 
was found at the spot from which 
OBartsch's body was taken, and this Is 
taken to prove that he had not un- 
ttresaed for the night whan be was mur- 
dered. 


The robbery in the house between the 


time of the murders and the setting of 
the ftre probably did not net the mur- 
derer very much moi\ey, as an inquiry of 
relatives in Saco, l.'e., Indicates that 
George Goodwin banket the $2300 re- 
ceived from the sale of a jvood lot, and 
.whioh has been held up as the great 
•price for a burglar and murderer. The 
•present chances for the capture of the 
>tnnrd«rer, 
therefore, are 
Improved 


jgreatly, as the latter may not have f unc'a 
(enough to get away quickly, or to get 
beyond the reach of a telegraphic de- 
bcriptlon of him distributed to the po- 
lice at large. 


The coroner's inquest into the mur- 


ders bos been adjourned, and although 
heveral witnesses have been examined 
It is generally accepted1 that actual facts 
•bearing upon the murders are lacking. 


The autopsy on the bodies, when the 


official report is made, will show that 
mutilation of the bodies was so marked 
that it would indicate almost that the 
murderer was insane in his passion or 
vindictive to an abnormal degree in In- 
flicting the death blows. If Champion 
should not be caught as a means of 
reaching an end of the case, another 
dark record must be entered on the his- 
*ory of New England country

trict, Last Boer Stronghold. 


6UITBD FOR CrUBR&ILLA WABFABE 


Whole Conmtry I* OB* Greet Settee 


of Natural Fortresses, I» WUek> • 
Commando Coald Remain Con- 
cealed For Days Wlthovt Vear ol 
DUcoverr-Woli ••pplled Wtth 
Water and Fooe. 
Reference baa been fre^iently made 


to the Koutpansberg district in tb« 
northeast corner of the Transvaal aa 
the last stronghold of tbe Boers when 
compelled to abandon Pretoria aftei 
defeat In tbe field, but bitberto hardly 
anything bat been known about the 
country and its capabilities for defense. 


Officially the district is known aa tbe 


Zoutpansberg, but it is more commonly 
called Magatoland, after tbe chief of 
tbe Makateae tribe, which inhabited 
it up to 1899, until when it was almost 
unknown to tbe Boers themselves, gaya 
tbe New York Snn. A South African 
correspondent, describing the country, 
says it (s likely to receive attention in 
the near future, for it Is In its fast- 
nesses that tbe Boers will make tbeii 
last stand. Swaziland and Lydenburg 
bave been spoken of aa tbe scene of 
their final resistance, but among tbe 
burgbera themselves Magatoland ia 
considered an Ideal retreat It has two 
back doors, so to say, one across tbe 
Limpopo in Hashonaland and tbe other 
through tbe Portuguese territory on 
tbe east 


Tbe whole country Is one great series 


of natural fortresses, standing amid 
dense vegetation, la which a com- 
mando could remain concealed for a 
week if necessary without fear of dis- 
covery. It is about 280 miles north ol 
Pretoria, of wbicb some 210 miles can 
be traversed by rail to Pietersburg. 
From there to Louis Tricbardt, found- 
ed a year ago as tbe capital of Magato- 
land, ia 80 miles, tbe road after the 
first 20 running through dense bush 
and offering many difficulties to an in- 
vading force. 


Magatoland was practically unknown 


to tbe Boers until tbe beginning of last 
year, when tbey assumed occupation 
after the defeat of M'Pefu by General 
Joubert It was tbe experience tben 
gained of the country by the burgbera 
of tbe commandos composing the Boer 
army that first gave them the idea of 
making it their last resort in the event 
of invasion by the British. No regular 
survey of the district has ever been 
made, but, roughly speaking, the tow- 
ering Srantzea that crown the Zout- 
pans range and overlook Louis Tri- 
chardt and tbe Klein Spelouken ex- 
tend some 60 miles to tbe north and 
to tbe territory of the Sewaas and 
Knobneuzen Kaffirs on the south, view- 
ed from Fort Scbutte, for many years 
tbe Boer advance post. 


Tbe Magato range, elevated high 


above the clouds, bas a most Imposing 
appearance. Rising from the plain in 
terraces for about three miles, tbe 
summit of tbe range Is formed of a 
mighty overhanging krantz of volcanic 
rock descending blieer 500 feet "This 
extends, witb a few breaks, tbe wbole 
length of the range and is absolutely 
unscalable. 
Only one road enters the 


country at Magato's Hoofstad, a dis- 
tance of four miles from the plain in 
a direct line. This road is covered by 
a recently erected fort, and so winding 
and steep is the track tbat it could be 
beld by a single commando against 
an overwhelming force. 
The moun- 


tain slope is covered witb forest many 
of the trees growing to 70 feet in 
height 
There are two other passes 


into tbe interior of tbe country, one 14 
miles northeast of Louis Tricbardt 
and Pisangkop, 20 miles southwest 


On tbe mountains there is an abun- 


dant supply of water and, unless they 
have been recently removed, enormous 
supplies of food. Tbe climate is health- 
ful and comparatively cool, but In tbe 
valleys during tbe fever season it la 
little short of pestilential. No doubt 
tbe burghers count on this In tbe event 
of tbe British following tbem and en- 
camping iu tbe Dwars volley for any 
length of time before trying to scale 
tbe Magato heights. 
Their ranks 


would be decimated by a deadlier ene- 
my than tbe Mauser bullet Tbe ma- 
larial fog rolls up from the river hi tbe 
evenings and spreads over tbe plain to 
a deptb of eigbt or ten feet It does 
not bowever, kill outright if proper 
precautions are taken. 


Whether the Boers will be allowed 


to avail tbemselvea of this alpine re- 
treat undisturbed remains to be seen. 
If they have already occupied it as 
there ia reason to believe they have, 
tbey can carry on a guerrilla warfare 
Indefinitely or until tbe exhaustion of 
their ammunition. Aided by tbe im- 
passable busb, the uneven formation 
of the country and the caves with 
which the range Is honeycombed, tbey 
could stave off defeat for months. It 
is probable, however, that tbe British 
have anticipated the retreat of the 
Boers to these fastnesses and that the 
corps of so called Bushmen' from Aus- 
tralia that were sent Into Rhodesia 
through Belra, on tbe Portuguese East 
African coast were really directed to 
tbe Zoutpanaberg and not to Salisbury, 
In the north, as reported.

without Intellectual qualifications ne- 
cessary for the fulfillment of raayonal 
duties.

BCOTCH PIPERS AND DANCERS IN THE 


STREETS OF LONDON. 


they Appear Only on Dreary Dnym, When 


They Have a Monopoly of Sidewalk En- 
tattatalng, and Usually Mauag» to Bag 
All the Pennies Within Beach. 


Out of the thick fog that hangs over 


Ihe wjnare cornea the Scottish piper, and 
With him the Scottish dancer, both clad 
|u full Scottish regalia. Not since onr 
last foggy day had I seen them. So far 
•a I know they never appear in clear 
weather. Their friend and ally, the (og, 
Jrives away the thnnderona piaco organs 
which ourse London, leaving to them a 
clear field. They come out of it playing 
merrily; they disappear into it playing 
merrily, but not until they have tarried 
long enough to charm away onr pennies. 


Unbearable as the bagpipe mnsio ia 


to any save the ears of the faithful, it 
has an indescribable charm in a London 
fog or in a Scotch mist. It rouses you, 
cut of the dull, sticky phlegm that the 
loot laden fog imposes on yon. It brings 
you to the window of your apartment to 
wait impatiently until the gay, swag- 
gering figures appear from behind the 
yellow cnrtaina like living pictures at a 
mnsio hall. 


The dancer carries two rusty-swords, 


the only thing about him that is not 
bright and fresh. He lays them down 
on the pavement., Meanwhile the piper 
marches on straight ahead, swaggering 
and blowing, as if he were piper to the 
whole Scottish people. 
So forcefully 


does fat march that we fear he is going 
to pass us by for the wealthy household- 
ers in the nest street. 


Then suddenly he performs a half cir- 


cle, still playing and now marching with 
finicky steps, which show off his great 
white spats strikingly in the dim light 
At that instant the dancer looks up at 
the windows, bows and smiles and 
craves our wealth. If we are conscious 
of a preconcerted theatrical movement 
on the part of onr canny, kilted friends, 
it only re-enforces onr admiration, and 
jingle, jingle, jingle, go our pennies— 
Americans' Frenchmen's, Englishmen's, 
landladies', servants' pennies! A har- 
vest of pennies, reaped by canny fingers 
and put in an extensive granary some- 
where in the most picturesque of all na- 
tional garbs. Still the fingers go up ttf 
the feathered cap for a few more pen- 
nies; still the piper plays for a few more 
pennies—which are forthcoming. It is 
kept np until the people in the windows 
set their faces hard against any further 
payment until goods are delivered. 


Then the player takes np his position 


on the sidewalk opposite the side of the 
street which has contributed most lib- 
erally, and the dancer gives ns—well, 
what do you suppose he gives? Not a 
highland, fling, of course.- No Scot in a 
kilt would be guilty of that any more 
than, a Scot in a Mlt would mention 
Bobby Burns at the banquet of a Scot- 
tish society. 


But nowhere else is the highland fling 


and the bagpipe quite so attractive as OB 
a London pavement when the fog ia 
thick and one must work by lamplight 
at midday. The «ayly clad piper who 
gnmmons the greatest of Scottish barda 
and his gneets to dinner, and after they 
are seated marches solemnly around the 
table splitting the ears of these same 
guests, has not one-half the poetry of 
the piper of the fog. I have heard tell 
how the finest of Scottish dancers dance 
around fires in the open to amuse the 
queen when she ia at Balmoral She ia 
welcome to them. Though the piper be 
» royal gamekeeper and the dancer a 
royal gillie, I rest content with my 
Scots who march out of the fog and bade 
into it after they have emptied my pock- 
ets of pennies. 


Another collection is taken before we 


may enjoy the sword danoe, which Is 
quite the perfection of the dancing art 
as the Scotch know it. If that does not 
get the last of your pennies, the farewell 
collection will All pennies, all collec- 
tions, disappear somewhere in that 
dancer's kilt, though that dancer's kilt 
grows-no larger. How he carries them 
—an English penny is as large as a sil- 
ver dollar—£i a question, for after a 
faw collections the brawniest of hairy 
legged bigblanders could not dance un- 
der the weight of his wealth. But I 
have seen/the dancer now and then take 
» handful of something oat of his kilt 
and pot it in a pooch under the piper's 
pipe. Often not a penny is left in the 
block. After the messenger boy, who, 
being' to. a hurry, has reclined on a stoop 
for » Utfl»«e8t and recreation, has part- 
ed with his last ha'pence the dancer 
picks up bis rusty swords, the piper 
jtriker^rp a tone and they march away 
into the fog. In one foggy day they 
Buutwrueooughtokeep them in Scotch 
"Wbtuky" until another foggy day 
coxnes. It it& passible for snob a wicked 
thing as a London fog to have fairies, 
the ptyerand the dancer are they.—

IN SOUTH APB1OA 


General Buller has at last, it seems, 


forced his way through Laings Nek 
and Is now master of the neck of Na- 
tal jutting into the south of the Trans- 
vaal. He reports the enemy retired. 
Hte movement on Lames Nek was 
moat cautious and by all means the 
most careful and the best strategic 
•work he has done in the whole cam- 
paign. Laings Nek and Majuba have 


; unpleasant memories for the British 
and no doubt General Buller wa* in- 
fluenced by these as well as by hia 
pensonal recollections CM. ate earlier etx- 
perienoee of the present war. The re- 
port \m that the Boers retired and took 
their two gun» with them, but there Is 
no information as to where they have 
gone. It would be natural to exnect 
that they have withdrawn north-east 
in the direction of the main army in 
X>ydenburg district, but they are likely 
to march south to the Transvaal, cut 
Into Natal again at a point far below 
Laings Nek and threaten General Bui- 
lei's communication* with Durban as 
Lord Roberta* communications were 
threatened north of Kroonstad.

Boer army caused Lord Roberts as 
much trouble as possible. The Boers 
will remain in arm* as long as it is in 
their power to do so. Events in China 
and the presidential election in the 
United States must encourage them in 
'this- The Chinese situation may in- 
volve Great Britain and the possibili- 
ty of democratc success provides a slim 
hope for the Boer*.

Two pieces of news encouraging to the 


BritUsh in the official dispatches are that 
the broken communications of Lord Rob- 
erts are In, a. fair way to be mended by 
the forces moving northwards and 
southwards driving off the roving com- 
mandoes, and that General Buller la at 
last master of Lalng's Nek. 


Telegraphic communication with Lord 


Roberts is expected to be restored to- 
day, as a dispatch from Bloemfonteln 
says that the railway Is in British pos- 
session again and that the work of re- 
pairing the line is going- on rapidly with 
the abundant material warehoused at 
Bloemfo-ntein. 


The Boer government is also issuing 


news cheering- to its sympathizers. The 
following bulletin, the Boer version ol 
the disaster to the Derbyshire^, was 
posted by President Kruger Sunday at 
Machadodorp: 


"On June 7 four divisions of burghers, 


commanded by ateenkamp, Froneman, 
Duploy, Fourie and Nel, attacked the 
British at Roodeval, killed 200, took 700 
prisoners and captured immense stores 
of food and ammunition, a Maxim gun 
and 1000 lyddite shells. Some food was 
taken by the Boer farmers, and the rest 
was burned. The English mail was 
taken. The burghers attacked fiom the 
open veldt and gave evideno* of unpi e- 
cedented bravery." 


General DeWet was also fighting on 


June 2, whether at Roodeval or elsewhere 
is not clear; but the Boer war office 
gives it out that he captured 3000 suits 
of clothing-, blankets, glovps and boots.

Th-e Boxers moved 
away from the advancing marines and 
apparently dispersed into the country, 
leaving the rails and the sleepers burn- 
ing. 


The marines, when two miles in ad- 


vance of the first train, near Lang- 
Fang, suddenly perceived Boxers stream- 
ing from a village on their left. It was 


1 estimated that they numbered 
2000, 


some of them being mounted, aud they 
were trying to get be-tww>i the marines 
and the train. Most of them were armed 
with spears and swords. A few had fire- 
arms, which they handled awkwardly. 


1 The marines retreated, keeping up a 
, running fight for over mile and killing 


between 20 and 30. 


The Boxers pursued the British for 


eome distance. Then, seeling more ma- 
rines from the train coming to their as- 
sistance, Major Johnson's 16 halted and 
poured a heavy, continuous fire into the 
crowd, driving them across the front of 
the reinforceing blue jackets, who pun- 
ished the Boxers severely with Maxims. 


The Boxers fled; and the Europeans, 


following up their success, cleared c it 
two villages 
The total loss of the Box- 


ers is estimated at 40 killed and wounded. 
Seven of their wounded were attended 
by British surgeons. The British loss 
was nothing. 


Unless their loss causes the Boxers to 


lose h°eart, the international column will 
have much trouble before it reaches 
Pekin. The railway is so much damaged 
that the column only covered 34 mil^g 
Sunday and Monday, and there is reason 
to fear that the road beyond is more 
badly damaged.

Probably not one reader in a hundred 


has paused to notice that a newspaper 
article Is written on a plan Just the re- 
verse of that of a sermon or oration. 
Comparatively few ministers have an- 
alyzed the suBject sufficiently to notice 
this fact, and their ignorance of it will 
often account for the reluctance of 
newspapers to accept matter contribut- 
ed by them. It Is worth the while of 
every man and woman to know the 
general plan on which newspaper arti- 
cles are written, for almost everybody 
desires at times to announce something 
through the press. The mere knowl- 
edge of the theory will not make a suc- 
cessful writer in this or any other de- 
partment, but it is the first step. 


The skillful preacher or orator usual- 


ly reserves his moat important points 
until toward the end of his discourse, 
Closing with a climax; the skillful 
newspaper reporter puts his climax in- 
to his first sentence and ends with the 
most nonessential detail. 
While the 


novelist secures his dramatic effect by 
keeping the secret of his story hidden 
tfi long as possible, the reporter attains 
tuccess by revealing his secret as 
<|ulckly as words will let him. Both 
are working on principles as clearly 
defined as that on which a sonnet Is 
constructed, but the modern newspa- 
per article is of so much more recent 
date that few critics have analyzed It, 
and even many of the best New York 
writers work daily upon the foregoing 
principle without knowing it No man 
can work many days under a metropol- 
itan city editor without learning it-

A FISH-CATCHING FISH. 


fie Han a Month One-tHlrd tbe Size 


of His Body. 


Most remarkable of strange fishes is 


tbe angler fish, whose very name seems 
a paradox. The fishing fish is never- 
theless a reality and a stem one to all 
that approach those awful jaws of his. 
With a body the color of mud he gen- 
erally lies in the shadow of some rock 
on the bottom of the sea, waiting mo- 
tionless for Hie approach of his prey. 
He is provided with an odd kind of fin 
just over the mouth, and this is held 
out in front of him to give warning of 
the coming of something to be swal- 
lowed. Oue taken alive was experi- 
mented on, and it was found that if 
this projecting fin was touched with a 
stick, even though the stick did not 
come near the mouth, the jaws closed 
convulsively. This shows that the fin, 
by some provision of nature, closes the 
jaws as soon as It is touched. 


The mouth is tremendous, growing 


to the width of a foot when the whole 
fish is only three feet long. One of 
these anglwa was caught not long 
eince, and, though it was only 25 inches 
long, a (fish 15 inches long was found 
sticking In its throat. Tbe angler is 
provided with peculiar teeth set In 
double or treble rows along tbe jaws 
and at the entrance of tbe throat. 
Some of th<»e teeth are a foot long. 
He is not a pretty fish to look at, but 
he attends strictly to business and wii) 
swallow anything that touches bis 
warning fin, whether it is meant for 
food or not 


All kinds of things have been found 


In tbe stomachs of anglers, from bits 
of lea-d and stone to fish almost as large 
as the angler itself. This is without 
doubt one of the most peculiar and In- 
teresting fish in the whole ocean.—St 
Louis Globe-Democrat

fbe Old Printer Explains What He 


Bleaut by tlte Expression. 


"I was just stepping off the- street 


car," remarked the old printer, who 
was Telling a story, "when I met a 
two nicker face to face"— 


"You met a what?" 
"A two nicker. And, as I was Bay- 


tag, Bhe"— 


"But 
what h» the world Is a two 


nicker?" 


"Oh, yon know what tnat Is, don't 


you?" 


"No, I don't. Never met one in my 


life." 


"Well, a two nicker Is a lady, a 
wom- 


an, anything that wears petticoats." 


"I never heard the expression before. 


Where does it come from?" 


"Now 
you're too hard for me, 
I 


don't know where it started, but In the 
good old times of case type and band 
presses It was the common expression 
used to designate a woman in a print- 
shop. It wasn't used outside of the 
composing rooms. I'll tell you how I 
think it arose. All the old hand type, 
as everybody knows, is provided with 
nicks on the side, so that the type- 
setters don't have to look at the face of 
the type to know how to throw it in 
the 'stick.' Far back in prehistoric 
days the type had only one nick, but 
later two nicks became the style, and 
30 years ago two nicks was the usual 
thing. But there came Improvements 
in typemaking, and it was discovered 
that three or four nicks on the side of 
the type made it easier for the printer 
to handle, and so the three or four 
nicked type came into style and the 
two nicked type went into disuse and 
bad repute. Printers despised the two 
( 


nicked type. About that time women , 
got a foothold in the printing offices. 
They were not regarded with favor by 
the old time printers. The women and 
the two nicked type were In about the 
same category in the esteem of the old 
typo, and it was very natural that he \ 
should eorae to express both by the 
same words. They both became 'two 
nickers,' and the expression has be- 
come traditioHal in printshops."—Mem- 
phis Scimitar.

WRINKLES ARE THE TELLTM.E& OF 


LIFE'S ENCOUNTER& 


GROWTH OF CARICATURE. 


John Law'« Wild Scheme* Gave It 


a Troiueiiuoti* Impetn*. 


Caricature is nowadays one of the 


principal methods of criticism. 
No 


movement can overreach the mark 
without eliciting dozens of works of 
art from caricaturists all over this and 
all other countries. 


This branch of criticism and attack 


dates far back, but the greatest im- 
pulse it ever felt came from the age 
of tremendous speculation, when, in 
1710 and 1730, John Law was manipu- 
lating things financial in France. Nev- j 
er before had the financial world been j 
BO carried off its feet as It was at that 
time. Members of the nobility were 
waiting for a chance to purchase 
shares in Law's schemes. 
Duchesses 


and ladies of high renown tried their 
most persuasive charms on Law in the 
attempt to get hold of shares. Men 
hired out their backs for writing desks, 
so great was the press of business in 
making contracts, and one hunchback 
Is reputed to have made 100,000 francs 
in this way in a few weeks. 
The 


French went veritably mad over the 
Bchemes to become wealthy. Natural- 
ly the papers of the time, especially 
those of Holland, caricatured the state 
of affairs. There were pictures of all 
sorts, caricaturing Law, the nobility, 
the schemes and everything connected 
With them. 


It was this tremendous amount of 


pictorial work that flrst directed the 
energies of William Hogarth, in Lon- 
don, 
in this direction. 
Caricaturing 


began to be used more and more in tbe 
political field, and soon afterward it 
caused the delving of Robert Walpole 
from the English ministry. Ever since 
then has caricaturing been one of the 
bitterest and most effectual methods of 
checking 
public 
men 
and 
their 


schemes.

*»d What Too SbyUd Do to GaarA 
Aealu»t Their Comlutf. 
Wrinkles are the handwriting of time 


on the human countenance. 
How 


much they give expression and char- 
acter, as well as individuality, to It is 
shown when the photographer re- 
touches the negative of a picture and 
wipes them out cf existence. The re- 
semblance to the individual Is about 
the same as the dried specimen of a 
flower In the botanist's herbarium Is 
to the one which grows bright and vig- 
orous, full of life, In the meadow or 
the forest. Wrinkles are telltales of 
life's encounters. They accumulate In 
grief and in sorrow; they Increase and 
grow ugly when the will loses its grip 
on the thoughts and the nerves run 
riot. Bach can ascertain the cause of 
the wrinkles and interpret the emo- 
tions which have made lines and cross 
lines upon his or her own face by as- 
suming the muscular contractions that 
have produced them. 


The principal wrinkles that mark the 


face are those that appear on the fore- 
head, stretching across from one temple 
to another, from two to five parallel 
lines or from one to three upright 
ones. 
These lines are reprehensible 


and unnecessary, the result of a per- 
nicious habit of overuse of nerve 
force, an exaggeration of energy in 
thought and speech and accompanied 
by self consciousness. They are usual- 
ly formed early in life, and parents 
should by persistence prevent a child 
from acquiring the habit. The lines of 
latitude are less noble than those of 
longitude. 


The next set of wrtekles In impor- 


tance are those about the eyes. Those 
that are at the angles, the "crow's 
feet," are pleasant lines and come from 
wrinkling the skin in smiling or in 
laughter. In the olden time the teach- 
ers of deportment and good looks warn- 
ed their pupils against wrinkling the 
face in the display of hilarious emo- 
tions because of these effects. 
The 


long lines and the wrinkling of the del- 
icate tissues under the eyes are greater 
telltales than any other of exhaustion 
of vital forces and the ravages of time. 
But hardest of all to deal with are the 
wrinkles about the mouth. 


Few are conscious of the part played 


In the battle of life by the muscles of 
the mouth. They, and not those about 
the eyes, are called Into action by ev- 
ery passing thought and emotion of be- 
ing. If thoughts are pleasant, they re- 
lax; if mournful, there is a downward 
droop; if energetic, they harden; if de- 
termined, they compress the lips; if 
angry, they contract still more; if hu- 
morous, they relax and' the mouth 
widens—the greater the merriment the 
wider the mouth—and the cheeks par- 
ticipate in the pleasurable emotions, 
and the parentheses, the two long, semi- 
circular wrinkles inclosing the lips, ap- 
pear and deepen with age. 


The skin, responding to the muscular 


action underneath, becomes creased 
and wrinkled in fine or coarser lines, 
according to the display of muscular 
activity. 
The wrinkles which more 


surely than any others tell of the ac- 
tion of time are those which ran from 
the ears around the base of the chin at 
its junction with the neck. They are 
not expressive of emotion; they are 
made by the bending of the head upon 
the neck. The wrinkles of the cheeks 
are not numerous, and they require 
strong agencies, such as sickness, grief 
and age, to bring them -out. Some of 
these wrinkles are made by taking bad 
positions during sleep or crushing the 
cheek upon the pillow. The soft, yield- 
Ing flesh Is pushed upward, making 
deep creases under the eyes, at the cor- 
ners and on the temples. 


To remove wrinkles, therefore, one 


must know their mechanism and their 
philosophy. In the first place, guard 
against a flabby and relaxed skin. This 
can be done by dashing upon the face 
either very hot water or very cold or 
alternating them and while doing this 
rubbing the skin with the balls of the 
fingers. 
Alcohol or cologne toughens 


the skin and keeps it smooth. It can 
be used, with water, equal parts. It Is 
seldom that the*skin of tbe face is too 
dry, for the oily glands are especially 
active; but, in case it is, use instead of 
alcohol a cold cream or an unguent 
made of equal parts of white vaseline, 
almond oil and lanolin, to which may 
be added a few drops of violet extract 
Steaming the face, massaging it and 
the use of electricity are all good to 
remove wrinkles. 
The end aimed at 


by the employment of all these meana 
Is to give elasticity and firmness to 
the skin, which enable it to resist the 
action of the underlying muscles. 


If deep wrinkles have come, such as 


the horizontal wrinkles of the fore- 
head, they can be removed by mechan- 
ical means. After painting them with 
an astringent, such as tanuate of 
gylcerin, put them on a stretch by 
means of plaster, which will also be a 
means of reminding one not to wrinkle 
the forehead. 
Some persons have a 


facial skin which reminds one of a 
russet apple which has been kept a 
long 
time. 
These 
fine 
universal 


wrinkles are generally the result of a 
querulous and dissatisfied disposition. 
After all, the best cosmetic and tho 
most efficient preventive of these grav-. 
en lines of time is a buoyant and hap- 
py disposition, a determination to make 
the best of life.—Harper's Bazar.

Tamahac eventually came to desig- 


nate the "war hatchet" of the Indian, 
supplied by the military commanders 
of the whole continent in equipping the 
warriors on the many expeditions In 
which French and English were con- 
stantly engaged, and was furnished 
the Indian allies of the English to our 
war of independence. 


This weapon was either In the form 


of a spear or hatchet blade on one side, 
while upon the opposite side there was 
a cuplike cavity, with a small hole ex- 
tending into the eye of the weapon, in- 
to which a tough handle of wood was 
fitted 18 inches or two fr.-t in length. 
The handle was perfora', 
ost its 


entire length, and below i. • hollow of 
the bowl it was bored at right angles 
to this perforation, a suitable stemholc 
for the passage of the tobacco sniolzi 
When the implement was in u.,-0 as a 
pipe. 


The tomahawk pipe was not only at- 


tractive and popular in trade, but, like 
the earlier trade pipe, was given as a 
present at councils and ratifications of 
treaties. It was a pipe, a hatchet and 
a mace or hammer all in one and an- 
swered an important military require- 
ment In lessening the weight and In- 
cumbrance of the warrior, who other- 
wise would have tenaciously held to 
the stone pipe, which in Iteelf was 
heavier than the tomahawk. — Smith- 
sonian Institution Report.

STATE BOARD LEAVES 


Agreement to Arbitrate Mil- 


lard Shoe Strike Not 


Yet Reached 


DISCHARGE OF MEN IN THE WAY 


Union Asks for Return of all Strikers 


Pending Settlement, and Mr. Mil. 


lard's Reply Not Received.' 


Shop Windows Broken 


The state board of arbitration, -who 


were in the city yesterday in connec- 
tion with the strike at Millard's shoe 
shop, as reported in the Transcript, 
left the city for Boston this noon, 
leaving the strike practically -where it 
was yesterday afternoon. 
There was 


strong hope that the board might be 
able to bring about an understanding 
between the two parties, so that the 
differences might at least be arbitrated. 


As the matters now rests Mr. Mil- 


lard has in hand from the state board 
the Answer of the cutters' union to his 
first proposal, which was reported yes- 
terday. No answer to this has been re- 
ceived by the state board. 


Mr. Millard's offer was that he would 


discuss the questions of difference with 
a committee of the strikers, who should 
have full power to act finally in the 
matter. If he and this committee were 
unable to agree, he was willing to re- 
fer the matter to the state board. Pend- 
ing an adjustment, -work was to gro on 
in the cutting1 room, Mr. Millard re- 
taining th& men -who have taken the 
strikers' place, and taking1 on the strik- 
ers as fast as he needed them. 


This was discussed by the union, and 


although the union was willing to ap- 
point a committee with final powers, 
and to arbitrate if iWs committee 
could not reacn an agreement, they 
refused to allow any union men to re- 
turn to work as long as the non-union 
men who have taken tneir daces are 
retained. Their reply, therefore, was 
that if Mr. MHlard would discharge 
the non-union men who have come in 
within the last week or so, and take 
back all the strikers, pending a settle- 
ment, they would appoint the commit- 
tee to settle it, or leave it to the arbi- 
tration of the state board. It is this 
reply to which no answer has been 
received. 


A member of the state board was 


asked this forenoon shortly before tak- 
ing the train what prosnect there was 
of being ab\e to arbitrate. He was 
unable to say, adding that if there was 
any hope of aa acceptance of the agree- 
ment to arbitrate, the board wc-u'd ie- 
turn to the city and do its best to mako 
a satisfactory settlement. Mr. Millairt 
left for Boston today on the same 
train with the state board. 


Affairs at the factory remain practi- 


cally as they were yesterday. It was 
said, by the strikers this morning t*at 
no new men had gone tU"work in the 
cutting, room, and that several men 
who had come to town had been sent 
home again. 


There has been much speculation as 


to whether or not the other depart- 
ments of the shop would handle work 
from the cutting room thatwas done by 
the new men. So far there has been no 
indication that the other departments 
would refuse to do the niew work from 
the cutting room, although some of 
them have been laid off on account of 
the lack of work for them. 


Shop Windows Broken 


It was reported late last night that 


several stones had been thrown through 
windows of the shop, into the room 
where a number of the new men were 
sleeping in the beds v\ '.V.'jh it was re- 
ported yesterday had been put in. The 
stones were thrown from the back of 
Drury school grounds which overlook 
the windows of the shop, and it is sup- 
posed were thrown to frighten the men 
sleeping there. 


Members of the union this morning 


were emphatic in saying that no such 
work would be tolerated by the union. 
The union has so far conducted the 
strike without any recourse to violence, 
and intends to do so throughout. So 
insistant are they that no union man 
do anything of the kind that a rule has 
been passed imposing a fine on any 
union man who is caught calling one of 
the new men a "scab." 


It is the general belief that the stones 


were thrown by some irresponsible per- 
sons who were using the strike as an 
excuse for hoodlumism. 


Painters Wouldn't Work 


Then-* was another small strike at the 


Millard shop yesterday afternoon, two 
union painters who were working on 
new buildings refusing to work with 
two shoe shop men who were sent out 
by Mr. Millard to do some painting. The 
two union painters asked why the shoe 
men were sent there, and on learning 
that they had been ordered to paint a 
part of the fence, at once left their 
work.

THROUGH MTWEATHER 


Tunnel Ventilating Fan to 


be Run Wi hout Change 


Till Fall 


PROVES ITS VALUE TO ROAD 


Workmen Unable to Stay in Tunne' 


Without H. Installed at 'Cost of 


$15,000, and Run at Cost of 


$600 a Month 


Hoosac Tunnel ventilating- fan-is 


running steadily every day, and the 
value of its service is being clearly de- 
monstrated. It has been decided that 
the fan will be run at least through 
August with power from the local elec- 
tric light company, after which the 
railroad will consider the question of 
permanent power and the changes in 
equipment necessary. 


It has been demonstrated that the 


fan is almost a necessity in the tunnel, 
the official tests described some time 
ago confirming so far as they have 
gone the experience of travelers and 
workmen. 
The 
greatly 
increased 


freight traffic of recent years has made 
the smoke nuisance in the tunnel worse 
and worse, until the dtarting of the fan 
relieved it. "With it running track men 
are enabled to spend a full day in the 
tunnel, while they are quickly over- 
come on warm, days without the fan's 
service. 


A Boston paper, in describing the 


work of the fan, recently had the fol- 
lowing of interest: 


In a considerable measure the ex- 


periment has been a success. It is true 
that it does not entirely clear the great 
tunnel of the gases generated by the 
coal burning engines, but it has accom- 
plished all that it was guaranteed to do. 


The cost of putting it in has been 


something like $15,000, and the cost of 
electric power, which operates it, is $20 
a day. Two men have to be kept on 
top of the mountain to attend to oper- 
ating it. 
The power is transmitted 


from the power house near the little 
tunnel in North Adams. 


It is found that the tunnel is cleared 


of gases much more readily when there 
is a favorable wind. For instance, if 
the wind is blowing from the east it 
blows a current of air from the east to 
the central shaft, and then the fan 
sucks the foul air to the top of the 
shaft. When the wind is blowing from 
the east, there is more gas in the west 
end of the tunnel, and when it is blow- 
ing from the west there is more gas in 
the east end. 


As the fan has done all claimed for it, 


it is expected that it will be kept in 


! operation. 
Roadmaster Shanks will 


submit the results to Chief Engineer 
Cheever as soon as the official test is 
over. 


Ever since the tunnel has been open- 


ed there has been trouble in relation to 
the gases. The trainmen who have to 
work on the cars and engines without 
protection, experience considerable dis- 
comfort and it occasionally happens 
that a fireman or trainman drops in a 
dead faint. This is particularly true 
of those who are subject to asthma, and 
efforts are made not to employ men 
who suffer from that disease. 


Many efforts have been made to find 


some way of getting rid of the gases. 
Something like a year ago an experi- 
ment was tried of burning crude petro- 
leum in one of the engines. It did not 
prove a success. The oil was sprayed 
on the fire and caused an intense heat, 
and did not generate gas. It caused 
such an intense heat, however, that it 
caked the fire and the needed steam 
was not generated. 


It is believed by some of the experts 


that the only way to get rid of the 
gases |j to have powerful electric mo- 
tors that will pull engines and trams 
hrough the tunnel without assistance

at the tunnel near Baltimore, and the 
Fitchburg people are watching the ex- 
periments with interest. The tunnel 
where the experiments are "being made 
is much shorter than the Hoosac tun- 
nel. . 


The general public knows little of the 


cost of maintaining the Hoosac tunnel. 
Eight miners are kept constantly at 
work on the sides and top of the tun- 
nel, so that there shall not be the 
slightest danger of accidents. 


A force of from eight to 10 section 


hands are employed, a total of from 16 
to 20 men. It is true that these men 
look after the track and roadbed for a 
short distance outside of the tunnel, 
but their principal work is inside. 


For about 10 years the corporation 


maintained hundreds of electric lights 
in the tunnel. Something like two 
years ago extensive repairs were need- 
ed, and it wrs determined that the com- 
paratively nmall amount of light ob- 
tained did not justify the cost. Since 
then the tunnel has ben in darkness.
